You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
district on the 12th day of March 1956, at six o’clock in the 
afternoon to act upon the following subjects: 


1. ‘To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 
2. ‘To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. ‘To choose a Member of the School Board for the en- 
suing three years. 


4. ‘To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any 
other officers or agents of the District. 


6. To hear reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, or 
officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in re- 
lation to any subject embraced in this Warrant.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Newfields, New Hampshire: 


I take pleasure in submitting my eighth annual report 
as Superintendent of Schools. 


The school year 1955-1956 opened with the following 
personnel: 

Mrs. Gladys Chick, teacher of Grades 4-6 
Mrs. Ruth Goffe, teacher of Grades 1-3 
Mrs. Eleanor Henry, teacher of Music 
Miss Mary Shea, School Nurse. 

This was the same competent staff which taught in the 
school last year. 

However, there were found to be forty pupils in attend- 
ance in the primary room, grades 1-3, which was too many 
for any teacher to teach effectively and which was contrary 
to the recommendation of the State Board of Education, 
namely, that there should not be forty or more pupils 
housed in any elementary classroom. 


For these reasons, it was decided to employ an additional 
part time teacher to teach the first grade if a suitable place 
could be found for this group. The Trustees of the Library 
are to be commended for allowing the school district to 
use the facilities of their fine building for this purpose this 
year. Mrs. Pauline Nixon of Newfields was hired as the ad- 
ditional teacher and this has given both her first graders 
and the second and third graders, who remained in the 
primary room with Mrs. Goffe as the teacher, much better 
opportunities for smaller group instruction than would have 
been possible otherwise. Both the School Board and the 
Finance Committee should receive credit for being willing 
to take this necessary step. 

This situation pointed up the urgent need for additional 
school space not later than next September. The building 
committee selected Mr. Edward Miles of Exeter as its ar- 
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chitect and all concerned have worked diligently to prepare 
the best plan possible to meet the school needs of Newfields 
within the financial means of the school district. I believe 
that the plan which will be submitted to the citizens for 
their approval at the annual school district meeting is an 
excellent one. I sincerely hope that the voters support this 
proposed addition so that it can be constructed and be ready 
for use by next Fall. 

One bright spot in the financial picture from the tax- 
payer’s viewpoint is the School Building Aid Law which 
was passed by the, last Legislature. This law practically 
guarantees that the State will reimburse the School District 
for twenty per cent of the annual payment or principal on 
its bond issue. 

The Newfields School District has received $2, 920. 16 State 
Aid for the school year 1945-1955, and the district has also 
received $1,803.38 Federal Aid for that period. | 

The P.T.A. continues to assist the school program in 
several ways. 

The venetian blinds which were installed in both class- 
rooms are very attractive and are efficient in controlling the 
outside light. 

I call your attention to the reports of the school nurse 
and the music teacher and to the tables which follow. 

I again wish to thank the citizens, the members of the 
School Board, and the teachers for their continued coopera- 
tion and support. |

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SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

Two major events have taken place in the school health 
services this year. The more important of the two, a com- 
plete physical examination for all the school children, has 
been authorized by the school board. Doctor Tuthill, a 
pediatrician, has agreed to do this after the February vaca- 
tion. This will be the best time for it because so many 
children have had or are currently absent with communi- 
cable diseases, especially chicken pox. Any complications 
resulting from the communicable diseases can be detected 
at the examination and corrected before the end of the 
school year. 

The second event benefited the first and second grade 
children who received two injections of the Salk Vaccine 
for the prevention of Polio. 

This year we plan to do a urinalysis.on each child for 
sugar and albumen. This, together with the physical ex- 
amination, should bring to light any major deviations from 
normal that ordinarily would not be found. 

The parents have been most cooperative in following any 
suggestions of the school nurse relative to their children’s 
health. Tonsils have been removed, dental cavities filled, and 
glasses obtained in most cases where needed. 

I wish to thank all of you for your help and hope we 
will have more and better health services in the school 
each succeeding year.
